solutions as phisohex, which 
contains hexachlorophene. 

Staph is a common bacteri¬ 
al infection found on tiie skin. 


It can cause sores. and ab- 
cesses and can get into the 
bloodstream. Some strains of 
staph are resistant to antibiot¬ 
ics and very difficult to cure.- 

I he National Centre for Dis 
ease Control said it still does 
not know how widespread th« 
outbreak of staph Infections 
has become, but that the 
known cases and the possibili¬ 
ty they are linked to non-use 
of hexachlorophene would lie

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Teacher’s Pay Increases

A GREATER VICTORIA School District refer- 
endum on operating expenses, and others 
like it elsewhere in British Columbia, will give 
teachers a foretaste of the npw system of determ¬ 
ining their annual increases in pay. It will not Ire 
exactly the same, but near enough. 

The forthcoming Greater Victoria referendum 
—ft Is presumed that more than the required 100 
owner-electors will‘petition the boai-d for it and 
thus cause it to be submitted — will be to decide 
if the school district will be permltted.to overspend 
in 1972, by $412,000, the limit of 108 per cent of 
last year’s basic education program costs. 

This limit has been applied to Victoria and 
most other school districts by the minister of edu¬ 
cation, and If the voters allow the overspending, 
they will pay for it themselves. The government 
will not share it. 

Rejection, if that should be the referendum’s 
fate, will mean a cutback in education service, and 
probably fewer teachers, although the school 
board’s concern will be to save money wherever 
the saving hurts education least. And a loss of 
job openings, as we have remarked before, is a 


powerful weapon for the government to use 
against the teachers. 

But the system to come into effect next year, 
under proposed legislation now Introduced by 
Education Minister Brothers, strikes more directly 
at the teachers, although it presumably will not 
supersede the minister’s limiting of school board 
budget*. The proposal is that a limit will lie set on 
teachers’ salary increases, probably matching the 
percentage granted government employees, and 
that if the teachers succeed in exceeding the limit 
through negotiatjpn or arbitration, the taxpayers 
through referendums may reject such settlements. 

The teachers will lie no worse off than the civil 
servants — which is not to say that It Is fair that 
they should be deprived of an effective bargain¬ 
ing prrtcess which the government employees 
would like to have. They may be better off. For 
if In negotiations they make a good case for in¬ 
creases beyond the minister’s limits, and if the 
taxpayers do not want the quality of education to 
suffer, an adverse vote is not a foregone conelu- 
siop. 

They would do well to think twice, however, 
liefore threatening to strike over the Issue. If 
there is public sympathy with them, a strike could 
lie guaranteed to lose It.

Try It Again 


T7RANK MOORES rnitfht well have obaerved 
that “Htablllty 1 h needed now aa nevt»r before” 
In Newfoundland when ho first thought he had 
boon elected to head a Progressive Conservative 
government last October 28. The situation may 
appear worse now because of the party boltings 
that are taking place.

With 
his 21 seats, Mr. Moores thought he had the sup¬ 
port of the lone outsider elect erf, the New Labra¬ 
dor Pally representative Tom Burgess. This would 
give him a House Speaker and 21 working mem¬ 
bers as againsl the 20 Liberals who survived the 
Joey Smallwood ouster. 

Since then the jockeying for positions of power 


not only by Burgess but the Tory member for St. 
John’s South, Hugh Shea, has not helped what was 
a ridiculous situation from the stprt. The New

Mr. Shea decided to si I as an Independent Con- 
servatlve because Mr. Moores wouldn’t appoint 
him to a cabinet post It Is quite possible, if not 
probable, that othei-s feel the same way and could 
leave Mr. Moores in a worse position, although 
the hopelessness eould hardly .be made mors* so. 

With Mr. Burgess going Liberal and Mr, Shea 
Independent, Mr. Moores has 20 seats to the Lib¬ 
erals' 21, and the new premier is hoping that there 
may be "people of principle 1 ' Hmong the 'Liberal 
memliers who would either stay out of the legisla¬ 
ture or ernss the floor so that he wodld not be 
defeated in a House vnte. 

Tliis would preserve stability? Hardly. There 
Is no sign of stability as things stand, and there 
hasn’t been from the first count of ballots.

The 
product was to he dried kelp 
which would tie marketed. 

MacDonald testified that in 
1968 on the strength of talks 
he had with Bennett and Hina 
ha bought 90,000 shares of 
Canada Kelp at $1 a share. 

Some months later, alleged¬ 
ly at their urging, he loaned 
the company $50,000 tn help it 
meet what he laid had been 
described to him as a desper¬ 
ate financial problem within 
the company 

He seeks return of the total 
$140,000 he paid to the com¬ 


pany and alleges fraudulent 
misrepresentation 

MacDonald, represented hy 
S. Martin Toy, claimed that, 
before buying the shares he 
was told thah a Eurofiean 
group had made a firm finan¬ 
cial commitment which would 
ensure the building of a kelp 
harvesting vessel and a dry¬ 
ing plant 

He said he was told (hat a 


prospectus necessary for Ihe 
public offering of Canada 
Kelp stock had been unof¬ 
ficially approved in Victoria 
arid that the stock would lie 
listed on the Vancouver Stock 
Exchange and would sell at $5 
a share 

MacDonald testified also he 
was told that the kelp project 
would lie able to qualify for a

VANCOUVER - Establish¬ 
ment of a new crown corpora¬ 
tion responsible for co-or¬ 
dinating activities o# B.C.’s 80 
coastal marine pilots was an¬ 
nounced here Tuesday, 

The new Pacific Pilotage 
Authority took over responsi¬ 
bility for movement of deep- 
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sea ships in B.C. waters effec¬ 
tive Tuesday from Ihe Min¬ 
istry Erf Transport. 

Stanley Clarke, chairman of 
the new authority, and a 
former executive with Canadi¬ 
an Transport Company Limit¬ 
ed sud Straits Towing I .id , 
said it is one of four similar 
groups sel up hy tht? federal 
government to direct vessel 
pilotage along Canada's coast¬ 
line, snd to provide a higher 
degree of local control. 

The Pacific Pilotage Au¬ 
thority will be operated by a 
six-man board representing 
local pilots, shipping and busi¬ 
ness interests. 

Named to the new board 
are pilots, Captain John Cook 
and Captain Roiieil Mclae.se 
of Vancouver, and Captain 
Richard Burnett of Victoria; 
William Cunningham, opera¬ 
tions* manager, Balfour 
Guthrie (Canada) Ltd.; Vas- 
sall Forrester, retired general 
manager of Seaboard Ship¬ 
ping Co. Ltd.; and Donald 
MacKay, president of Empire 
Shipping Co. Ltd. -— 

Captain R/iy Covington, for¬ 
merly regional superintendent 
for the Ministry of Transport, 
will become the authority's 
superintendent #if operations. 

Clarke said the board, 
which haa had preliminary 
meetings, will maet on a reg¬ 
ular basis lo review all 
aepects of piiotege. From 
time to time it will hold meet¬ 
ings in (Jiestol porta to give 


members an opportunity to 
meet local shipping jieople 

In addition, he and Capt. 
Covington will be making reg¬ 
ular tours of all B.C. ports to

Clarke said that Tuesday 
also marked die introduction 
of compulsory pilotage.

•re stationed in Nanaimo to 
handle shipping movements 
around western and northern 
Vancouver Island, and six 
pilots work exclusively ban¬ 
ting ships on the Fraser 
River.

Schddli which I hove lost 
their accreditation will have 
to be evaluated by special 
teams sent out by the B.£. ed¬ 
ucation department before 
they can regain it. Education 
Minister Donald Brothers said 
Tuesday night. 

Brothers speaking in the ’ 
throne speech debate, told the 

J ^gislature that as part of a 
new " accreditation program, 
"schools which do not have 
accreditation and those which 
lose their accreditation will 
come under direct supervision 
of the department and the de¬ 
partment will send out teams 
to evaluate these schools." 

The education department's 
accreditation committee with¬ 
drew accreditation of Camp¬ 
bell River senior high school 
last Sept. 24. 

iti an Interview outside the 
house, he said the evaluation 


teams would be formed as 
needed and would probably be 
compose^ of supervisors, re¬ 
tired superintendents and 
other educators. These teams 
would have to say a school 
met the required standards 
before It was accredited. 

Direct supervision would 
mainly be provided by the 
district superintendents, with 
other support staff being 
made available by the depart¬ 
ment as required. 

The department has always 
closely supervised Schools 
which had lost their accredi¬ 
tation, he said, but the evalu¬ 
ation teams were something 
new. Before, all such schools 
were re-accredited after their 
principals had filled out a de¬ 
tailed report on the school, 
the same way as other 
schools are accredited each 
year. 


In other subjects in his 
speech, Brothers proclaimed 
May 1 Environment Day, the 
beginning of a government- 
sponsored anti-litter week. He 
said he hoped that schools 
would spend the morning of 
May.l discussing the impor¬ 
tance of keeping B.C. beauti¬ 
ful. and for the afternoon 
would plan outdoor projects 
designed fo Improve the ai»- 
pearance of the schools and 
surrounding areas 
He also said the govern¬ 
ment plans to ppep a televi¬ 
sion production studio at the 
B.C. institute of Technology, 
"'Bumetoy to make videotai»es 
for educational television to 
be used jn Uie province's 
schools.
